The rezoning of a 34-acre 
parcel in Romulus for the 
construction of a multi-million 
dollar multiple dwelling 
development has been ap- 
proved by the Romulus City 
Council. 

The request to rezone the 
land, located on the south side 
of Ecorse Road between 
Henry Ruff and South Wayne 
roads, was made by the G.E. 
Wash Construction Co. of 
Detroit and James D. 
Klingbeil & Co. of Columbus, 
Ohio, owners and developers 
of the proposed Cambridge 
Station West. 

City Council’s action ap- 
proving the rezoning from R- 
1A (single-family residential) 
to R-M (multiple dwelling) 
came after several council 
hearings including one at- 
tended by more than 1(H) local 
residents. 

The plans for the town- 
house development as 
proposed by the developers 
call for the expenditure of 
between $6 to $8 million. The 
units will rent for $180 and up. 

The proposed Cambridge 
Station West will be, ac- 
cording to the plans, a com- 
plete and self sustaining 
multiple dwelling complex of 
405 moderate-income garden- 
type apartments.

The Rev. John A. Krause, 
the first pastor of St. Aloysius 
Catholic Church in Romulus, 
died Friday at the age of 68 
funeral services were held 
yesterday morning at Lents 
Funeral Home in Wayne, 
followed by a Requiem High 
Mass at 11 a m. at St. Aloysius 
Church. Burial was in Mt. 
Carmel Cemetery, located in 
Wyandotte. 

Father Krause, who was 
born on June 4. 1904, and living 
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in Taylor at the time of his 
death, died in Oakwood 
Hospital in Dearborn 
following a heart attack. 

He was pastor at St.

City’s new gun code 
generates confusion 


Romulus’ new gun control 
ordinance has apparently 
caused confusion in the minds 
of some Romulus residents 
and outdoor enthusiasts. 

The council-approved 
shooting ban was subjected to 
a referendum vote last August 
and received a 1,274 - 936-vote 
approval by the city’s elec- 
torate. 

Councilmen Ellis T. Pen- 
nington and Brooker R. Ed- 
wards reported they have 
received numerous phone 
calls from residents confused 
about just what type of 
firearms are involved in the 
listed restrictions of the gun 
control regulations. 

The gun control law 
prohibits the discharge of 
certain firearms within the 
city, except for certain per- 
mitted areas, provides 
penalties for violations and 
sets up licensing procedures 
for rifle ranges within the city. 


The adoption of the gun 
control ordinance followed 
weeks of controversy. It was 
initiated by a citizens group 
which complained about the 
discharge of firearms in the 
vacant areas located near 
their residences. 

Section one of the ordinance 
states, “No person shall, 
except in self defense, 
discharge or cause to be 
discharged within the City 
of Romulus, any firearm 
capable of inflicting injury to 
persons, property or 
animals.” 

For the purposes of the new 
ordinance , firearm was 
defined as follows: “Shall 
include any rifle, pistol or 
other explosive device which 
expels a single projectile at a 
velocity sufficient t6 kill, 
injure or damage persons, 
property or animals. ’’ 

The councilmen reported 
the ordinance does not include 
shot guns. 

Also excluded, besides 


persons firing in self defense, 
are those persons shooting 
with approved and licensed 
gun and skeet or trap clubs or 
at a licensed rifle* range. 

The ordinance requires 
prior written approval from 
the city’s law enforcement 
agency and the city clerk for 
people»who wish to participate 
in public shooting exhibitions 
in the community or for those 
who discharge firearms on 
their ow r n property. 

The ordinance requires 
clubs and ranges to apply for a 
license every year.

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Lansing report 

State parties pick from opposite areas 

By HON HOENSIIELL Associated Newspapers Lansing Bureau 



Michigan’s two major political parties have marched off in 
opposite directions for the Nov. 7 election each into its own 

sunset. 

Republicans nominated nine candidates from outstate and 
one from Detroit for the educational boards and the Supreme 
Court 

Democrats a week earlier clustered all but one of theirs 
from within 48 miles of Detroit, a decision on geography that 
reflects the historic power center of the party. 

Republicans chose Calhoun County Juvenile Judge Mary S. 
Coleman, president of the Michigan Probate Judges’ 
Association, as one of their two candidates for the Michigan 
Supreme Court. 

She is the first Republican woman nominated to the high 
bench Democrats in the 1950s had another woman on their 
statewide executive ticket, the late Margaret Price of Ann 
Arbor, who ran unsuccessfully for elective auditor general. 

The candidates w ill join U. S. Senator Robert P. Griffin, the 
Republican seeking his second term after 10 years in the 
House, against the challenge of Atty. Gen. Frank J. Kelley. 

Historically, the Supreme Court candidates, who must run 
as nonpartisans, and the educational board nominees have 
been beneficiaries of straight -ticket balloting. 

They are normally lesser known politically and must either 


conduct instant-campaigns to develop a following or nde the 
coattails of the top of the ticket. 

Following are the candidates of both parties who will ap- 
pear on the Nov. 7 ballot : 

MICHIGAN SUPREME COURT 
Republican Mary S. Coleman of Battle Creek, a practicing 
attorney for 32 years, probate judge for 12, wife of Circuit 
Judge Creighton Coleman who was Michigan Senate 
majority leader in the 1950s. 

Republican James S. Thorburn of Oakland county, a cir-

Two changes made 
in policy for letters 


Effective immediately. The Daily Eagle’s 
policy for printing of letters in the “Our 
readers write’’ column has been changed to 
some degree. 

With the rapidly approaching election, the 
prirr— will involve the cessation of 
v it ha^nal endorsements of can- 
iuW as otters to the editor, 
■■lections in the past couple of 
_ s column has been flooded 

wii.t or ^metimes having two or three 
arrive in the same envelope and other times 
having several written by the same person 
and then signed by different individuals — 
endorsing this or that candidate. 

To make such candidate support more 
meaningful, people wishing to make in- 
dividual endorsements will still be able to do 
so through paid political advertisements, 
which will be labeled just that — paid political 
ads. 

This does not mean the letters column has 
been shut off to reader opinion of campaign 
issues expounded by various candidates. A 
reader, who in his own right probably 
wouldn’t qualify for story' coverage on an 
issue, will still be able to counter positions 
taken by candidates in the letters column. 

Also, readers will still be able to express 
their opinions on issues of the day, whether 
they be of a political or every day nature. 
Letters on ballot proposals also will be 
welcome. 

The second change will be the elimination 
of street addresses being published.

terms, of com se — the letter writer’s position 
in life, such as housewife, office clerk, truck 
driver, high school student, etc., along with 
the community in which he-she resides. 

In other words, the signature would read: 
Mrs. John Jones, Housewife, Westland, 1 
uiless the letter writer requests that his-her 
name be withheld. 

However, the letter must still include a 
signature, address and phone number to 
qualify for consideration to be published. This 
part of our current policy has not changed 
since we must have the capability of checking 
out letters with the author under some cir- 
cumstances. 

In fact, we are holding a letter received 
within the past week from a Westland man, 
with whom we have been unable to make 
contact. 

As has been the case previously, letters 
should be typed double-spaced if possible — to 
expedite their use — or written clearly and be 
limited to no more than 300 words. All letters 
are subject to condensation. 

Letters signed with a group designation — 
such as Citizens for this or that — must in- 
clude names, addresses and phone numbers 
of all persons the group signature represents. 
The lone exception would b^ the letter being 
signed by an offiver of the group, with his-her 
name being published. 

Naturally, all letters must be written in 
good taste without libelous comments or 
profanity.

Endangered species 
protected in new act 


New public acts of the state 
cover such areas as protection 
for endangered species, a new' 
state pledge of allegiance, 
trailer w idths and vocational- 
technical programs. 

The bill to protect rare types 
of animals and reptiles is one 
of several environmental bills 
passed by the legislature this 
year. As signed into law, it will 
be illegal after next April 1 to 
import, sell or use the pelts of 
any species on the U.S. 
Department of the Interior’s 
"endangered” list, which 
Covers creatures which could 
become extinct 

Specifically forbidden are 
the sale of skins of leopards, 
clouded leopards, cheetahs, 
polar bears, red wolves, 
vicunas, alligators, caimans 
or crocodiles. Exempted from 
the new law are Zoos, 
museums, scientific research, 
game breeders and hunters 
entering the state with per- 
sonal trophies

Michigan’s new pledge of 
allegiance to the state flag, 
which hopefully will be put to 
use by schools and various 
youth and other organizations, 
reads as follow's:

fidential. 

Other new public acts: 

—Revise and update the 
retirement system for 
teaching and non-teaching 
employees of the public 
schools. 

— Consolidate the various 
state statutes dealing with the 
probate courts. 

—Revise state laws dealing 
with medical practitioners. 

— Modernize probate 
procedures involving the 
settling of estates. 

—Give credit under 
municipal retirement systems 
for time served in the armed 
forces. 

— Set statewide standards 
for the apportionment antf 
election of county boards of 
commissioners. 

—Require that certified 
psychologists conform to 
ethical standards set down by 
the State Department of 
Licensing and Regulation and 
authorize the practice of 
psycho therapy, which had 
formerly been banned in the 
state as a means of treating 
mentally, emotionally or 
psychosomatically ill persons. 

Permit school districts to 
use unspent portions of 
building and site funds for 
other projects. 

— Permit juvenile courts to 
retain jurisdiction over 
persons under 19 years of age 
if detention in youth homes or 
training schools is considered 
appropriate. In other in- 
stances. the limit is 18 years of 
age. 

Permit pinball machines 
in liquor establishments.

Perhaps the biggest problem facing the church today is the 
mood of the people, their indifference to the church There seems 
to be an aloofness beyond human understanding. This is 
especially true in personal responsibility in the* church. 

Can any one explain what good it does to sing, "Had I a 
thousand hearts to give. Lord, they should all be Thine" ... and 
then refuse Him the talent, time and money needed to carry on 
church work? Contrary to often held opinion, churches are NOT 
well oft financially. 

Percentage wise, missionary work is no where near the norm 
ot former times. Daily expense of the church building such as 
heat, light and maintenance go up and up. Underpaid ministers 
< in all denominations) have been given, on an average, only a 17 
per cent increase over a five year period. This is the lowest in- 
crease in ANY profession, or in skilled or even unskilled labor, 
isn't it about time to realize spiritual abundance is impossible 
without a sensible accounting ot personal stewardship to God?...

“No matter w'hat you’ve 
heard, blanching is the best 
way to achieve top quality in 
your home-frozen 
vegetables,’’ says Anita Dean, 
foods and nutrition specialist 
at Michigan State University. 

Blanching is essential, she 
explains, because it destroys 
the enzymes that cause un- 
desirable changes in the 
color, flavor and texture of 
vegetables Freezing alone 
will not do this. Though these 
changes are not harmful, they 
do decrease the overall 
quality of the food. 

To blanch green beans, for 
example, wash them 
thoroughly in cool water and 
discard any of inferior quality. 
Then, in a large kettle with a 
lid, heat a gallon of water to a 
rolling boil. Put a quart of 
green beans in a perforated 
metal basket or cheesecloth 
and immerse them in the 
boiling water. Put the lid on 
the kettle and begin to count 
time at once. Do not wait for 
the water to come back to the 
boiling point. 

Green beans should be 
blanched three to four 
minutes. The time varies with 
the texture of the vegetable. 
Small ears of corn on the cob, 
for instance, require about 


seven minutes, while corn cut 
off the cob requires four 
minutes and peas only one and 
one-half minutes. 

Chilling the blanched 
vegetables immediately in 
cold running water or ice 
water is important to stop any 
further cooking and to main- 
tain color and texture. 

Chill vegetables quickly and 
do not let them stand in water 
any longer than necessary. 
Soaking increases loss of their 
water-soluble nutrients. 

As soon as the vegetables 
have drained thoroughly, they 
should be dry packed into jars 
or plastic containers within 
one-half inch of the top and 
frozen at once.

"Art is everywhere. It isn’t 
just in the museums and 
public buildings: it’s a way of 
life, particularly in Florence, 
which we visited before the 
devastating flood struck 
Other tourists, too, seemed to 
really enjoy the beautiful art 
of these cities,” Karen said. 

“I guess I overdid it. I got 
caught up in the trip to such an 
extent, that I must have come 
home overtired, because my 
regular checkup in September 
was the worst new r s of my 
whole life. I had to go into the 
hospital! 

“If I had felt sick, it might 
have been different. But I 
always had good health, with 
very few colds, which might 
have indicated to me at least 
that I was susceptible to some 
kind of major disease. Really. 
I was never sick. 


"The news that I had to go 
into the hospital made me 
very depressed I felt that my 
whole world was shot. Our 
senior year at St. Mary 
Academy is full of traditions 
that you look forward to, and I 
realized that I was going to 
miss a lot of them. As a matter 
of fact, I missed almost 
everything, but I was able to 
make it to the Senior Prom 
and the Junior-Senior 
Banquet,” Karen said 

She cried that day when she 
was told hospitalization was 
necessary. “Boy, did I cry.” 

Her spirits picked up. 
however, when she was ad- 
mitted to Herman Kiefer 
Hospital in Detroit. 

“H wasn’t loo bad in the 
hospital. My first roommate 
taught me how to crochet a 
rug. She made my first few' 
weeks bearable. 


“I was in the hospital for 
five months exactly; I 
remember the dates very 
clearly, Oct. 6, 1966 to Feb. 6, 
1967 I wasn’t able to return to 
classes at the Academy, 
because I had to take it easy 
for a w'hile, but I continued 
with a tutor,” Karen said. 

No other members of her 
family contracted tuber- 
culosis, and today Karen’s 
experiences are memories 
because she has recovered 
requiring only an examination 
every six months 

Her brother, David, 21, is 
majoring in microbiology at 
the University of Michigan. 

She lives with her family on 
10 acres, where she has two 
horses, one is a yearling which 
she will train to show next 
year. An outdoors enthusiast, 
she likes to camp, canoe, sail 
and swim. 

Following graduation, she 
attended Henry Ford Com- 
munity College in Dearborn 
for two years, where she 
pursued an art major and was 
secretary of the Sailing Club. 
After working at a variety of 
jobs for several years, she 
decided to return to college, 
bul this time she changed her 
major plans. 

She enrolled at Eastern 
Michigan University in 
January of this year, with a 
major in occupational 
therapy. 

“I wanted to go back to 
school and complete my 
education. I felt that oc-

'ITio strong wording was recommended by the board s Jail

•When a direct question was asked of the sheriff as to 
whether or not in the future he would see that no inmate went 
into a cell with his belt or his shoelaces, he refused to answer 
that.”

Using only your muscles to 
open a stuck bureau drawer is 
an almost sure way of dam- 
aging either the contents or 
the drawer itself. 

If the drawer opens easily to 
a certain point, then stops 
abruptly, it is likely that 
something inside the drawer is 
blocking further movement. A 
little patient poking around 
with something such as a w ood 
ruler may dislodge the object. 
In some types of bureaus, re- 
moving the drawer above may 
aid in getting at the offending 
item. 'In an especially stub- 
born case, it may be 
necessary, if possible, to take 
off the back of the bureau for 
better maneuverability. The 
backs of many bureaus are 
held in place only with small 
screws or nails. 

The. most common trouble 
with bureau drawers is bin- 
ding. The drawer moves back 
and forth with some jiggling, 
sticking here and there This 
usually occurs during a period 
of high humidity, when 
moisture enters the wood and 
causes it to sw'ell. 

Binding can sometimes be 
cured by rubbing paraffin or 
some other lubricant (not 
soap) along the sliding parts. 
If lubrication fails to work, 
sand both the drawer edges 
and the slides, then reapply 
the lubricant. Sand lightly and 
take off only as much wood as 
necessary, otherwise the 
drawer may be too loose when 
the moisture leaves the wood. 
For this reason, sanding is 
preferred over planing, which 
may take off much of the 
wood.

If you find the drawer goes 
in part of the way. then it will 
go the rest of the way only if 
you life up the front of it, lake 
out the drawer and push a few 
thumbtacks into the front part 
of the sliding area so that the 
drawer will ride over them. 

When you can get the 
drawer open only part of the 
way and you are certain that 
no object inside the drawer is 
causing the trouble, it often 
can be loosened with the aid of 
heat. Set a lighted electric 
bulb inside the drawer so that 
it will produce sufficient 
shrinkage to allow the drawer 
to be pulled out. This must be 
done very carefully so as not 
to scorch or burn anything 
inside the drawer. Sometimes, 
if it is practical, the heat can 
be turned on in the room for a 
few hours, dosing the door to 
the room. This will dry out the 
entire bureau and loosen Ihe 
stuck drawers 

An examination of the draw- 
er, after it has been removed, 
may disclose that the bottom 
of it has come loose In 
repairing it, follow the 
original construction method 
regarding fastening. That is. 
use glue if glue was originally 
used: screw r s if screws were 
used; or both if that was the 
way it was done 

One reason bureau drawers 
bind under moisture con- 
ditions is that the sides and 
bottoms are often made of 
wood w hich is not sealed . ihus 
permitting easy entry of water 
vapor. Future trouble can he 
prevented by sealing these 
sides and bottoms with a coat 
of shellac or something

should be diluted 50 50 with 
denatured alcohol, should be 
applied lo the bare wood, so 
first remove all traces of 
paraffin or other lubricant, 
reapplying it after the sealer 
lias dried thoroughly 

Q Our living room floor is 
finished with shellac. I wax it 
every few months It is 
starting lo look soiled and I 
would like to refinish it How f 
do I go about getting off th? 
dirt before refinishing? 

A You may have an easier 
job than you tliink — if the dirt 
has merely been ground into 
the wax. Try cleaning the floor 
with steel wool dipped in tur- 
pentine. allowing plenty of 
ventilation while you work. If 
Ihe floor looks clean again, 
your job is over. 

Bui if the dirt has been 
ground into ihe shellac, you’ll 
have to wash the floor with a 
very mild alkaline soap solu- 
tion. rinsing it with as little 
water as possible. Next, go 
over 'he floor with steel wool 
dipped in denatured alcohol 
Rub very lightly to avoid 
cutting into the shellac. 
Should it be necessary to rub 
heavily to get out the dirt, then 
you have no choice but to go 
ahead with the refinishing. 


When closing down 
backyard activities in fall. Ihe 
family should lx* concerned 
with proper winter storage of 
outdoor equipment and 
comforts 

But usually everyone wants 
to get the job done quickly 
Everything is brought in at the 
last moment and old and new 
accouterments are likely to be 
stored in haphazard fashion- 
piled in the corner of a cellar 
or utility room Give yourself 
time lo do the job properly, 
otherwise many of these 
things will have become 
warped, mildewed, rusted or 
frayed by the time they are 
needed again 

Chair and loung cushions 
are expensive to replace, hut 
if they are stored well, they 
may be useful again 

Plastic drycleaning bags or 
other large plastic film hags 
may be used for storage of 
cushions II they are the long 
cushions that bend lo form 
both backrest and seat two 
plastic bags may be 
necessary. After cushions are 
covered, they should In? set off 
the ground in a dry spot in the 
basement or utility room. One 
family replaced cushions for 
several seasons before they 
decided they couldn’t afford 
the cost Now one set of 
carefully cared-for cushions 
looks almost new at Ihe end of 
their fourth year 

Before storing, vinyl should 
be washed with soap and 
water and left .out to dry If 
there are spots on the reverse 
side of the cushion, scrub w ith 
snap and w ater or clean with a 
spot remover Such stains 
attract mice who may wind up 
using the cushions as nesting 
grounds 

Garden tools can be a big 
item if they must be replaced 
Dry them thoroughly before 
‘storing and wrap the metal 
ends in newspaper so sharp 
surfaces may be observed in a 
dark basement Many people 
arc injured when they step on 
a garden tool that has been 
carelessly stored. Small 
garde,, tools should be wiped 
clean w r ith an oily cloth and 
wrapped in plastic or paper 
bags 

Wrought Iron Furniture: 
Rust inhibiting paints might 
lx* used but no one wants to do 
a big job of enameling before a 
season of storage If cellar is

New building valuation in 
the City of Romulus dropped 
during the month of August, a 
monthly report issued by the 
building department 
disclosed 

The reported estimated 
construction cost of new 
building for August amounted 
to $387,297. This compares 
with a total of $756,486 in July. 

The department issued 95 
building permits in August, 
compared with 52 in July. 
Fees collected amounted to 
$2,457 as against $3,410 in July. 

There were 60 residential 
building permits approved 
with an estimated con- 
struction cost of $120,029. 

The total number of permits 
issued by the department was 
279 and the total fees collected 
amounted to $6,206. This 


compares with 440 permits 
and fees of $8,014 in July. 

The heating department 
issued 22 permits and 
collected $202 in fees. The 
electrical department issued 
75 permits and took in $1,449 in 
fees. The plumbing depart 
ment issued 62 permits and 
collected $1,117 in fees. 

Nine permits were issued by 
the refrigeration department 
and fees of $86 were collected.
